Greatly  daring,  he  wrote  to  thfe  Midland  Company  and 
asked  for  a  special  train.  Instead  of  ignoring  the  request  of  a 
young  mad  without  financial  backing  the  Secretary  replied, 
*T  know  nothing  of  either  you  or  your  Society  but  you  can 
have  your  train.” 

So  on  July  5,  1841,  the  first  ever  advertised  excursion  by 
drain  made  history.  It  carried  570  passengers,  12  miles  and 
hack  for  one  shilling,  and  was  a  .huge  success.  John,  aged 
keven,  helped  hikJather  and  thus  was.  bom  the  firm  of  Thos. 
.  Cook  .&  Son. 

Enquiries  and  -requests  for  similar  facilities  poured  in 
upon  him  from  other  orunizatiodS,”ahd-he  arranged  many  trips 
for  Sunday  schools  and  churches.  It  soon  became  a  full-time 
job  and  he  remove'd  to  Leicester  as  a  regular  WaveTigent. 

His'grand  opportunity  came  in  1851,  when  the  Great  Ebt- 
hlbitlon  promoted  by  the  Prince  Consort  in  the  interests  of 
World  Peace  was  held  in  Hyde  Park.  This  was  something  after 
his  own  heart.  An  excursion  train  left  Leicester  every  morning 
at  five,  and-  to  make  it  possible  for  the  town  workers  'to  go,' 
he  started  travel  clubs.  Thousands  joined  and^  paid  for  the 
journey  to  London,  admission  to  the  Exhibitionrahd  board  on 
arrival.  When  the  season  ended,  this  tiny  establishment  bad 
Issued  165,000  tickets.  It  was  necessary  to  romove  his^liead- 
quarters  to  the  metropolis.

Switzerland  welcomed  him  with  open  arihs,  allos^ed  him  to 
issue  his  own  tickets,  and  promised  to  provide  the  cleanest 
and  most  comfortable  hotels  in  Europe. 

Sometimes  his  most  carefully-drawn  plans  were  threatened 
with  disaster.  But  he  never  Iw^e  his  word.  Opce  the  hotel  in 
Rome  booked  for  SO  in  Holy' Week  filled  uT  with  wealthier 
guests.  Cook  hired  the  Palace  of  Prince  Torlonia  for  LSOO  and 
provided  meals  in  neighboring  hd^telries.  Hes  delighted 
clients  voluntarily  subscribed  half  the  cost.  - 

Possibilities  of  visiting  the  sacred  sites  'of-  Palestine  scjon 
filled  his  mind.  He  thought  the  faith  of  professUig  Christians 
whul^i  be  strengthened,  and  that  others  might  be  won  for 
Christ  If  they  could  follow  in  the  earthly  steps  of  the  Master. 
Overcoming  well-nigh  incredible  difficulties,  he  made  trefties 
with'  thr“BpilOTiin  thlefs  who  promised  TiefTwr  to  molest  his 
parties — and  they  kept  their  word. 

World  Tour 

■  At  64,  he  still  cherished  the  hope  that  international  peace 
and  good  will  could  be  fostered  by  bringing  the  pMples  of 
the  world  together.  So  in  1872,  he  sailed  from  Liven^i  with 
companions  representing  BriUin,  Russia,  America  and  Greece. 
On  this  first  world  tour,  the  journey  lasted  222  days,  and  he 
•ent  frequent  letters  to  The,  Times  relating  his  unique  ex¬ 
periences.  No  such  adventure  had  ever  been  dreamed  before. 

Innumerable  tours  were  arranged  to  more  and  more  parts 
of  the  world.  Then  retiring  from  active  participation  in  the 
now  gigantic  concern,  he  left  the  business  to  his  sons  ahd

The  Senator's  .  brothers  and 
sisters  and  his  nephew  we're  as 
surprised  and  shocked  as  the 
Baptist  pastor  at  the  news  that 
the  Senator  was  reputed  to  have 
become  a  Roman  Catholib  They 
were  told  nothing  could  be  done, 
presumably  because 'of  the  Sen¬ 
ator’s  being  now  under  heavy 
sedation  and  in  a  critical  con¬ 
dition,  until  he  recovered  and 
was  able  to  renounce  his  “con¬ 
version"  to  Roman  Catholicism. 

The  Senator,  who  had  Tiv^d 
his  whole  life  as  a  staunch  Pro¬ 
testant  and  as  a  faithful  Bap¬ 
tist,  was  buried  from  the  Roman 
Catholic  St.  Michel’s  Cathedral 
in  Sherbrooke. 

The  Baptist  pastor  comforted 
the  Senator’s  broken-hearted 
brothers  and  sisters  and  their 
families.  The  -  Senator  had  no 
children.  His  wife,  the  former 
Emilie  Couture,  who  survives 
him,  has  been  a  patient  in  a 
Roman  Catholic  institution  for 
the  past  five  years. 

Always  A  Protestant 

If  the  Baptists  of  Sherbrooke 
were  surprised  and  shocked  at 
the  Senator’s  reputed  “conver¬ 
sion,"  it  might  be  well  to  note, 
to  the  credit  of  a  great  many 
Roman  Catholic  lay  people,  that 
they  were  incensed  concerning 
the  whole  affair.  They  felt  it  did 
not  reflect  well  upon  their 
church  or  its  clergy.  ^ 

The  man  who  was  sent  to  re¬ 
move  the  Senator’s  grave  stone 
from  the  Protestant  cemetery  to 
place  it  in  the  Roman  Catholic 
cemetery  said:  “This  ought 
never  to  be,  the  Senator  was 
a  ProtesUnt  all  his  life  and  he 
died  a  Protestant,’’ 

,  Our  sympathy  is  extended  to 
the  Senator's  family  and  to  his 
friends  in  the  Baptist  church 
at  Sherbrooke  and  the  Baptist 
schools  in  which  he  had  a  life¬ 
long  interest.  We  have  nothing 
to  say  concerning  the  Roman 
Catholics  of  St.  Vincent  de  Paul 
Hospital,  except  that  it  is  not 
likely  that  they  would  have  been 
so  zealous  to  convert  a  dying 
Protestant,  who  was  under 
heavy  sedation,  right  after  he 
had  received  communipn  from 
his  own  pastor,  had  he  not  been 
a  than  of  such  great  prominence 
and  such  great  wealth. 

This  incident  will  surely  dis¬ 
courage  other  Protestants  from 
patronising  Roman  Catholic  in¬

Mrs.  Oswald  B.  Lord,  member 
of  the  United  States  mission  to 
Natiotis,  cited  Hays’s 
contriDutions  to  (he  internation- 
bl" organization  and  paid  tribute 
to  his  qualities  as  a  man. 

“The  country  needs  Hays's 
combination  of  humor  and  hu¬ 
manity,”  she  said.  “Wherever  he 
goes-he  always  leaves  an  indel¬ 
ible  imprint.” 

Dorden  Presided 

Colgate  W.  Darden,  president 
of  the  University  of  Virginia 
and  former  governor  of  Vir¬ 
ginia,  presided.  He  also  served 
in  Congress  with  Hays. 

In  his  reply,  the  Arkansas 
Congressman  insisted  the  cause 
of  moderation  in  the  5k>uth  was 
not  hopeless,  despite  his  defeat.

Without  it.  the  free¬ 
dom  that  flowers  from  an  edu¬ 
cated  citizenry  would  perish.’’ 

3.  “The  third  imperative  is 
disciplined  freedom.  The  prin¬ 
ciple  ip-ants  to  both  the  propon¬ 
ents  and  opponents  of  proposed 
changes  the  right  to  organize, 
and  their  rights  are  not  forfei¬ 
ted  by  methods  and  manners 
that  arc  not  admirable  so  long 
as  they  are  not  illegal.” 

4. ’  “Tfi#re  must  be  due  con¬ 
cern  for  the  preaervation  of  our 
common  faith,  the  faith  which 
sustains  our  position  of  world 
leadership  .  .  .  The  door  re¬ 
ligion  alone. can  open  leads  to 
a  sure  passageway  of  peace  and 
justice,”

Frequently  Baptist  churches 
are  found  on  the  outskirts:  of 
small  . towns  because  the  prop¬ 
erty  was  given  to  the  church.

Whitewashed 

Seldom  do  Bapti.sts  congrega¬ 
tions  spend  money  for  stained 
glass, or  other  ornamentation.  If 
the  ouUide  of  the  church  is 
painted  and  the  interior  is 
whitewashed,  litUe  other  embel¬ 
lishment  is  considered  desir¬ 
able.

V.\T1CA^J  CITY  (RNS)— Pope  John  XXHI  has  issued  a 
decree  ibsolying  Roman  Catholics  throughout  the  world  from 
total  abstinence  on  Friday,  Dec.  26,  the  day  after  Christmas. 

Normally  in  the  Catholic  Chu^h,  Friday  is  a  day  of 
abstinence  whereby  the  faithful  are- forbidden  to  eat  meat 
and  soup,  gravy  or  sauces  made  fron]t.  meat. 

Days  of  abstinence  differ  from  days  of  fasting  which  per¬ 
mit  the  eating  of  only  one  full  meal.
